Allen Welsh Dulles, Director of Central Intelligence, lawyer, diplomat, 
world traveler, and America‘s leading intelligence expert, has served under 
both Republican and Bemocratic presidents in various Governmental positions 
of responsibility since 1916. He beanse Director of the CIA in 1953, suc- 
ceeding General Walter Bedell Smith, whose deputy he had been. 

Mr. Dulles was born in Watertown, New York, on April 7, 1893, the son of 
the Rev. and Mrs. Allen Macy Dulles. His father was a Presbyterian clergymin. 
His wncle, John Welsh, was envoy to Bngiand in the Hayes administration. 
There have been three Secretaries of State in the Dulles family: John Foster 
Dulles, under President Eisenhower; John Watson Foster (his maternal grand- 
futher), under Benjamin Harrison; and Robert Lansing (Allen Dulles’ uncle b, 
warriage), under Woodrow Wilson. 

Mr. Dulles is the author of several books and has received many honorary 
degrees. On Octcber 16, 1920, he and Miss Clover Todd, daughter of Professor 
and Mrs. Henry A. Todd of Columbia University were married. Their son, & 
2nd Lieutenant in the U.S. Marines, suffered most serious head vounds in the 
Korean War. ‘The Dulleses also have two daughters. 

In World War IZ Mr. Dulles was instrumental in effecting the unconditional 
surrender of the German forces in Italy. 

President Eisenhower on 3 Novesber 1959 anid: “The reputation of your 
organization for quality and excellence, under the leadership of your Direc‘or, 
tte. Allen Dulles, is ® proud one." 
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
